My own heart has been distressed beyond measure 
about this terrible folly with which Southern Baptists have 
taken up, this hellish doctrine that denies the inspiration 
of the Bible, the deity of Christ and salvation by the blood, 
the substitutionary death of Christ. My soul has realized 
anew that I have no hope in this world or the next, except 
that the Bible is all true, that Jesus is all the Bible says 
He is, the Son of God and very God Himself, and that my 
sins were paid for by His blood. 

When.they talk — these modern infidels — about a Jes- 
us who did not know men’s hearts, but expected people to 
follow Him and found Himself mistaken, a Jesus who died 
as a good example, the death of a martyr but not of a sub- 
stitute, I feel like weeping with Mary in John 20:13 “Be- 
cause they have taken away my Lord, and I know not where 
they have laid Him.” I have no Lord, nor will I have one, 
unless He can be my substitute, my sacrifice, and my High 
Priest! 

Preachers who love jobs better than Jesus and are more 
careful to please denominational leaders than to follow the 
Bible, sometimes ask me, “Why don’t you preach the Gos- 
pel and quit fighting your brethren?” I answer back, and 
ask, “What gospel is there left to preach, if this teaching 
is true, which Southern Baptist leaders have endorsed ?”’ 
There is nothing for any of us to preach that can save a 
single soul, or comfort a bereaved loved one, or anchor a 
drifting Christian, if that so-called “sermon” be so. It is 
not so! It is an unholy, Hell-born, Christ-denying, blood- 
insulting lie! The man who believes it and preaches it is 
no brother of mine in the gospel, and I verily believe not 
a brother even in salvation. I will have no fellowship with 
that which is straight-out infidelity. 


WHAT WILL COMMON BAPTISTS DO? 


I have given you plain facts, fairly and honestly pre- 
sented. The sermon is in print and doubtful ones can see 


for themselves. The author had it printed in pamphlet 
..form, and it was printed by a number of Southern Baptist 


papers, the Baptist Standard of Texas, and others. I have 
given word for word, long quotations, and in the order they 
were given by the author. No one can say the address is 
not full of point blank modernism, and I am sure no in- 
formed person will attempt it. 

Again I remind you that this man, an old man, well 
known, in a prominent pulpit, a long standing modernist, 
was first selected by a committee of about seventeen Bap- 
tist leaders, one of whom was Dr. Scarborough, of Fort 
Worth. Next he was elected by the Convention a year in 
advance to preach the annual Convention sermon, at Birm- 
ingham, 1931. He preached the sermon with thousands 
present, including the leaders of Baptists, state and south- 
wide officials of all the Southern states.

know the pitiless pressure brought on any man who is 
branded as “disloyal, or “a destructive critic,” or “a Nor- 
risite.”” They have seen men’s hearts broken, their church- 
es split, their reputations blackened, when they opposed 
evolution in a Baptist college, or modernism in the Sunday 
School literature. But the leaders of the Convention could 
have stopped the sermon. One word from Dr. Truett (sit- 
ting on the platform, I suppose) would have led the Con- 
vention to repudiate that awful teaching. But he didn’t 
say it, nor did any other man who has the ear and confi- 
dence of Southern rE ss They probably endorse, and 
certainly tolerate the blasphemy you have read about. Now 
what will common Baptists do? Will they follow such 
leaders away from Christ and the Bible, and allow their 
children to led into infidelity by such preaching? God 
grant they may not! 

The Baptist Standard, as we have said, printed the 
Convention sermon in full, the day after it was delivered. 
Read this interesting editorial in the same issue of the 
paper, May 14, 1931. We give here the editorial entitled 

“THE SOUTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION 


“The Southern Baptist Convention is meeting this week 
in Birmingham, Alabama. The editor is attending the con- 
vention. The Baptist Standard goes to press Tuesday night; 
too early to get any news from Birmingham and the 4as- 
sembled hosts. 

“There is no doubt that this will be one of the most im- 
portant sessions in many years. Thousands have been and 
are praying for Divine leadership in its deliberations. 

“The annual sermon was secured in advance, and is 
printed in this issue. It is a splendid sermon. Our people 
will be lifted up by it and strengthened for the confilict 
against the enemies of our Master’s cause. 

“Next week a full account of the convention will be 
given.” 


Notice that “It is a splendid sermon. Our people will 
be lifted up by it and strengthened for the conflict against 
the enemies of our Master’s cause.” 

But by the next week, some common people began to 
be heard from. The editor of the Baptist Standard in an- 
other editorial, May 21, 1931, said, 

“WITHDRAWS THE ENDORSEMENT 


“The editor authorized the printing of the convention 
sermon last week by the appointee, Dr. John W. Phillips of 
Mobile, Alabama. He also wrote a brief editorial commend- 
ing the sermon. The facts are that he was exceedingly busy 
getting ready to leave for the convention and read only a 
part of the sermon. What he read was so good that he com- 
mended it all. Commendation of a number of its statements 
is now withdrawn and the editor regrets that he did not 
read every line before having it printed.” 


That is a very mild criticism of a sermon that he had 
endorsed and printed, a sermon that denies the integrity 
of the Holy Scriptures, the deity of Christ, the blood atone- 
ment and the Substitutionary death of Christ! You may 
know what to expect from Southern Baptist leaders, on 
any question of modernism. 

MODERNISM SWEEPS IN AMONG THE BAPTIST 

This case is bad, but it is only typical of many inci- 
dents which prove the drift of Southern Baptist leaders 
into modernism of the worst kind. There is not room even 
to name all the evidence here, much less to discuss it, but 
we mention a few cases which will show the trend. 

Dr. George W. Truett, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church at Dallas, Texas, president of the Baptist World 
Alliance, is now, and has been for years, the most infiu- 
ential figure among Southern Baptists. Yet he had Dean 
Shailer Matthews of Chicago University preach in his pul- 
pit in Dallas, in 1921, when that well known modernist 
was even more prominent in rationalist circles than now. 
In 1928, against the protest of some of his best friends, 
Dr. Truett presided over the English speaking section of 
the Baptist World Alliance at Toronto, Canada, introduc- 
ing Dr. Shailer Matthews, whose address, as I read in a 
Toronto paper, was an appeal to leave the Bible as a stand- 
ard, and particularly to leave off baptism as a requirement 
of church membership in Baptist Churches! Dr. Truett also 
introduced and presided over the address of the most prom- 
inent Canadian Baptist modernist, Dr. Marshall.jpver whom 
ee Canadian Baptist Convention had already s#lit into two 

ies! 

Incidentally, Dr. Scarborough, President of the South- 
‘western Baptist Theological Seminary at Ft. Worth, owned 
and controlled by the Southern Baptist Convention, was 
on the program committee which put those modernists, 
with Dr. R. T. Glover of England, on the program at To- 
ronto. Remember that this same official, Dr. Scarborough, 
was on the Committee of the Southern Convention which 
nominated Dr. John W. Phillips to preach the Convention 
sermon which we have discussed in this pamphlet. 

Southern Baptist leaders are against Fundamentalists, 
such as Dr. W. B. Riley, Dr. T. T. Shields, Dr. M. F. Ham, 
such as were Dr. I. N. Haldeman and Dr. John Roach 
Straton. No man who is outstanding for his defense of the 
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faith and his attack on modernism is honored by Southern, 
7 ig leaders, but their boon companions are modern- 


c leaders of the Northern Baptist Convention, of Canada 
and England. : 

Leading Baptist Universities and colleges have em- 
ployed, shielded, and defended teachers of Evolution. Bay- 
lor University had Dr. Grove Samuel Dow, Dr. Pace, Dr. 
Bradbury, Dr. Fothergill, all of whom openly and in print 
taught evolution. I was in Dr. Dow’s class in Sociology and 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
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have his text book, which he wrote while teaching in Bay- 
lor and which was printed by the Baylor University Press. 
That text, INTRODUCTION TO THE PRINCIPLES OF 
SOCIOLOGY, teaches the evolution of man, of the family 
and even that Christianity is the product of evolution in- 
stead of revelation from God! Remember that Baptist 
leaders defended these men and that others like them 
teach today in Baylor and other Baptist schools. Wake 
day of North Carolina had its notorious evolutionist, Dr. 
oteat. | 

Dr. J. M. Dawson, pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
Waco, Texas, is another modernist who is given great prom- 
inence in the Texas Baptist Convention, and among 
Southern Baptists. He openly attacks Fundamentalists, 
writing in modernistic magazines of the North. He wrote 
the famous article on “THE NEW HELWU” in which he 
stated the ‘old idea of hell has faded out and pastors of 
cultured churches will not revive it.’ In 1929, Dr. Dawson, 
under fire because of his modernism, was put on the pro- 
gram of the statewide Pastors and Laymen’s -Conference, 


» gust preceding the meeting of the state convention, in No- 


vember at Beaumont. Before the leading Baptist preachers 
of Texas, Dr. Dawson read a paper denying verbal inspira- 
tion, declaring that Sodom and Gomorrah were destroyed 
by natural causes, not by a supernatural rain of fire and 
brimstone from Heaven as the Bible declares. He also de- 
clared that Moses in writing the Pentateuch “had access to 
existing documents” and was “free to incorporate com- 
monly known facts as well as those divinely communicated 


to him.” But here is the important fact. DR. L. R. SCAR-' 


BOROUGH MADE A MOTION THAT THE PAPER BE 
ENDORSED AND PRINTED; DR. F. M. McCONNELL 
SECONDED THE MOTION, AND IT PASSED WITH NOT 
OVER TWO DISSENTING VOTES! The modernism thus 
became the official opinion of Baptist leaders of Texas, 


most of whom are very influential in the Southern Con- 
vention also. 


The paper was then printed in the Baptist Standard, 
printed in pamphlet form by Baylor University Press, and 
widely distributed. Bible believers can hope for no help 
from Baptist leaders in Texas and the South. 


The Sunday School literature put out by the Sunday 
School Board has had case after case of modernistic teach- 
ing. It has taught that the Bible is the result of research 
by individuals, like other history, compiled from oral and 
written sources instead of directly inspired by Divine reve- 
lation. It has taught that Jesus was not a biologist, that 
the Bible can not give us information as to the source of 
the races, that Jesus arranged privately to have the colt

ists out of those who study under modernists, as is always 
the case in the homeland. Protest has been made again 
and again, and the modernism is proven. Leaders of South- 
ern Baptists have a definite trend toward unbelief and mod- 
ernism. They cannot be trusted by Bible believing Baptists 
to be true to the Word of God and oppose the infidelity 
on every hand. 


BIBLE COMMANDS SEPARATION FROM UNBELIEVERS 


The Word of God does not leave us in doubt as to what 
course we should pursue. We should separate ourselves 
from unbelievers. Many believe that by a compromise those 
who are fundamentally sound in the faith can get control of 
the conventions and bring the leadership back to the Word

' Of God. But neither experience nor the Bible give any jus- 


tification for that view. A woman who goes to dances and 
beer parlors with her husband, hoping thereby to get him 
to go to church with her and be saved, defeats her own aim. 
She loses her influence for Christ. The man who pals with 
wicked sinners, joining with them in amusements that are 
questionable, does not increase his influence and testimony, 
but destroys them. So Baptists who join with and support 
modernists in a denominational program, tie their hands 
and stop their own mouths from protesting against the sin 
of modernism. Good preachers by the score who believe 
the Bible have compromised here and sinned against God. 
Often such men get so involved in the fellowship of modern- 
ism that they later attack fundamentalists, become worldly 
and cold and little by little lose power in soul-winning. They 
prove by the outcome that it is never wise nor right to com- 
promise with the enemies of the gospel, the unbelievers, the 
wolves in sheep’s clothing. 

But we need not go by experience in this matter. Lis- 
ten to what the Word of God says about our having yoke 
or fellowship, or part, or communion or agreement with 
unbelievers. 

"Be ye not unequally yoked together with unbelievers: for 
what fellowship hath righteousness with unrighteousness? and 
what communion hath light with darkness? 

And what concord hath Christ with Belial? or what part 
hath he that believeth with an infidel? 

And what. agreement hath the temple of God with idols? 
for ye are the temple of the living God; as God hath said, | will. 
dwell in them, and walk in them; and | will be their God, and 
they shall be my people. 

Wherefore come out from among them, and be ye separ- 
ate, saith the Lord, and touch not the unclean thing; and | will 
receive |you, 

And will be a Father unto you, and ye shall be my sons and 
daughters, saith the Lord Almighty." (Il Cor. 6:14-18). 

According to this plain Scripture, it is a sin to have 
fellowship in the Southern Baptist Convention with Dr. 
John W. Phillips. It is a sin to be yoked up with his kind, 
a sin to have a part or lot or concord or agreement or com- 
munion with him. 

Another Scripture on this subject is IT John 9-11, 
which says: 

"Whosoever transgresseth, and abideth not in the doctrine 
of Christ, hath not God. He that abideth in the doctrine of 
Christ, he hath both the Father and the Son. 

lf there come any unto you, and bring not this doctrine, re- 
ceive him not into your house, neither bid him God speed: 

For he that biddeth him God speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.” 

Christians are not to receive into their houses (nor 
church houses, certainly) those who are wrong on the doc- 
trine of Christ. Dr. Phillips is wrong, as are many others, 
leaders in the Southern Baptist Convention, and wrong in 
the very essentials of the doctrine of Christ, His deity, His 
atoning blood, His substitution for sinners in His death on 
the cross. If there is any man with whom that Scripture 
plainly commands us not to receive or have. fellowship, it 


_ is that man who was chosen to represent, in the sermon, 


the Southern Baptist Convention and then be elevated to 
the Vice-Presidency. 

But we are not even to bid them God speed, and if we 
do, we are a partaker of their insult to Christ and the Bible, 
and the deception and ruin which they bring to thousands 
of young Christians! So says II John 11! A Christian, 
therefore, should not give a dime to any work where a mod- 
ernist has place. Southern Baptist work is controlled by 


‘ modernists and those who are friendly to modernists. 


Therefore those who believe the Bible and are true to Christ 
should not support that work. Many missionaries and 
workers employed by Southern Baptists are not modernists, 
but all of them compromise by taking their bread from the 
hands of, and being supervised by modernists or modern- 
istic sympathizers. If they want the support of Bible be- 
lieving Christians, they should get out, as some are doing. 
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If it seems hard to do right about this, then remember 
that those who stood for the faith in old times found it hard, 
too. Christ suffered reproach, and we should be willing to 
“go forth therefore unto him without the camp, bearing his 
reproach” (Heb. 13:13). If we lose friends and be counted 
narrow, we had better do that than have the wrath of God 
upon us. Remember that when Jehoshaphat made an alli- 
ance in war with Ahab, the wicked king of the northern 
kingdom, he was rebuked by the Lord’s prophet. II Chron- 
icles 19:2 says: 

"And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer went out to meet 
him, and said to king Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help the 
ungodly, and love them that hate the Lord? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord." 


God’s wrath is doubtless on Southern Baptist leaders who 
“help the ungodly and love them that hate the Lord.” That 
is why the debts, the decrease in foreign missions receipts, 
the case after case where money has been stolen, with 
Southern Baptist boards losing many hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. His wrath will be likewise on those who 
continue to support such awful modernism and wickedness. 
Compromise is stealing the power from hundreds of church- 
es which once had many saved, and God is laying hundreds 
of once useful preachers on the shelf. Christian, do not sin 
against God by putting His money in the hands of mod- 
sara not by bidding them God speed with your fellow- 
ship! 
WHEN | SAW THE DEADLINESS OF MODERNISM 

It was in the spring of 1921. I was a junior college 
teacher, doing graduate work in the University of Chicago. 
William Jennings Bryan was brought to the university by 
the Y. M. C. A. When students over-ran the Kent theatre 
(the chemistry lecture hall) the meeting was moved to 
Hyde Park Baptist Church building, where Bryan spoke on 
“THE BIBLE AND ITS ENEMIES.” I was an earnest 


Christian but not very well grounded in the Word of God, 
_and the address was a revelation to me. I had been taught 
_the evolutionary hypothesis in high school. It had been 


taken for granted, at least in the two Baptist schools I at- 


tended, and in some classes had been actually taught in 
Baylor University. I had nominally accepted the teaching, 


without realizing that it directly contradicted the Bible. 

Now I saw I must give up one or the other, and my soul was 

deeply stirred. I determined to see the thing through and

. tive should answer Mr. Bryan. On a Sunday afternoon, 


Professor Coulter of the Botany Department spoke in 
Mandel Hall (then the University chapel) on Evolution. 
He tried to give evidence that would prove that the Genesis 
account of creation in the Bible was not reliable. To my 
surprise, he could give nothing more than the suppositions 
which I had learned in high school, guesses on the bases of 
fossils, of the comparative anatomy of man and beast, “ves- 
so remains,” etc. That was not conclusive proof for one 
who really had found Christ and His peace, even though 
I did not know much about the Bible. 

After the lecture, I went on the stage to speak to the 
professor. He was very cordial, offering to answer my 

uestions. I said, “Will you tell me this, then, ‘Do you be- 
lieve that Jesus Christ is the very Son: of God?” Im- 
mediately his attitude changed, and he said, “I see it would 
do no good to talk with you. I do not want to argue.” 

That settled it for me, and in my heart I resolved that 
one who could not tell me that about Jesus my Saviour need 
not tell me anything about His Word! Today I still keep 
that resolve. 

As I went outside, I found an argument in progress 
on the steps, between two freshman boys, each of them 
seventeen years old. One was the son of a modernist 
preacher, now on the University faculty, I believe, the pas- 
tor of Hyde Park church. The other was the son of an Amer- 


’ ican missionary teaching in Robert College at Constantin- 


ople, Turkey. The missionary’s son first hotly contended for 
the Bible, the modernist’s son that the Bible was a very 
good book but not the Word of God and not accurate. 

__ “But I always thought my father believed it all. I 
wish I could see my father,” said the boy who had been 
sent back to America by his missionary father. “I have 
always supposed all the Bible was the Word of God with 
no mistakes.” 

“But didn’t you hear Professor Coulter prove that ev- 
olution is true and the Bible wrong?” said his companion. 


“Get those old-fashioned ideas out of your head. That is 
what you came to the University for.” 

I interrupted, told them my name, found their names 
and ages, and urged the lad to stay with the faith of his 
missionary father and mother. But he brushed the tears 
out of his eyes and started down the steps saying, “Well, 
I guess a fellow has to get his eyes opened sometime!” And 
I saw him walk away, without his faith, arm in arm with 
the friend who had been taught by his infidel preacher fa- 
ther not to believe the Bible, but to believe the guesses of 
men who call themselves scientists. 

It was a time of crisis in my life. Standing there on 
the steps of Mandel Hall that spring afternoon alone with 
dusk coming on, I felt burning in me a holy fire. I lifted 
my hand solemnly to God and said: “If God gives me grace 
and I have opportunity to smite this awful unbelief that 
wrecks the faith of all it can, then SMITE IT I WIILL, SO 
HELP ME GOD!” That vow I have tried to keep, and keep 
it I will by His grace and help. : 

Soon God laid His hand upon me, and in the Pacific 
Garden Mission I promised God to preach the gospel. I 
left my University classes without finishing the quarter’s 
work, and came back to Texas to enter the Seminary and 
begin preaching. I little knew then that the keeping of my 
vow would lose me some of the dearest friends I ever knew, 
and brand me as an outcast, a fanatic, a “non-cooperating 
Baptist,” “‘a disturber,” “a Bolshevik.” But I never regret- 
ed it. If there is anything at all to the Christian religion, 
there is enough to die for. Thank God He has repaid a hun- 
dred-fold in this life, and there is still the world to come! 


Dear friend, that boy might have been your boy! He 
nursed at the breast of a believing missionary mother. He 
was taught to pray by a revérent missionary father. Since 
then I have seen the same thing again and again. And ev- 
ery time, I renew my vow to God to smite modernism, to 
have no part with it, not to support it with a copper cent, 
not to have fellowship anywhere it is allowed. When I saw 
it was entrenched in Baptist Conventions, and embraced or 
defended by Baptist leaders, then I got out. 

Who is on the Lord’s side? Then come out from among 
unbelievers, and. bear the reproach of Christ outside the 
camp!
